This Office Action responds the Amendment received on August 1, 2003.

Applicants' petition to revive the abandonment of the instant application has been 
approved.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

The rejection of claims 21-25 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brinkman 
et al. (Cancer Research, April 1, 1999), mailed in the Office Action mailed on May 23, 2003 is 
maintained for the reasons of record. 

Applicants' arguments presented in the Amendment received on August 1, 2003 have 
been fully considered but they are not found persuasive for the following reasons. 

Applicants contend that Brinkman et al. fails to anticipate the instant claims because the 
Office Action has not demonstrated that Brinkman et al. disclose a polypeptide having 90% 
identity with the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 809 or having at least 10 consecutive 
amino acid residues in common with the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 809 (page 2, 
Response). Applicants also contend that the Office Action provides no indication of the source 
or publication date of the sequence allegedly exhibiting homology to SEQ ID Number 809 (page 
3, Response), thus failing to establish a prima facie case of anticipation of claims 21-25. 

In response, attached hereto is the search homology result of SEQ ID Number 809 from 
NCBI, wherein the homology search returned GI9966899 and the corresponding reference 
NP_065 144.1, the homology of which exhibits 98% overall homology to that of SEQ ID Number 
809. In addition, the references, one of which is the cited Brinkman et al., that correspond to the 
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reference NP 0651441.1, retrieved from NCBI is also attached, fully establishing a prima facie 
case that claims 21-25 are anticipated. 

Therefore, Brinkman anticipates the invention as claimed as evidenced by the NCBI 
homology search. 

Conclusion 

Claim 20 is allowed. Claims 21-25 are rejected.
